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CCBA  Leadership  Slips  Again

The  Chinese  Consolidated  Benevolent  Association’s  status  as  a  Boston 
Chinese  community  leader  suffered  yet  another  blow  in  recent  days 
when  a  competing  community  organization  took  over  the  leadership 
of  the  Chinatown  celebration  to  mark  Taiwan’s  Double  Ten  national  day 
celebration. 

In  the  past,  CCBA  has  been  the  organizer  of  a  banquet,  a  Boston  parade, 
and  a  flag-raising  ceremony  at  Boston  City  Hall. 

Organizing  the  Double  Ten  events  as  well  as  Chinatown’s  Chinese  New 
Year  and  August  Moon  celebrations  was  symbolic  of  CCBA’s  leadership  role 
in  the  community.  But  all  of  that  has  changed  in  recent  years  as  competing 
groups  have  initiated  their  own  New  Year’s,  August  Moon,  and  Double  Ten 
celebrations,  effectively  reducing  CCBA’s  position  in  the  community. 

The  reasons  for  this  turn  of  events  center  on  Chinatown’s  internal  politics 
as  well  as  conflicts  within  CCBA.  The  downfall  of  CCBA 
has  become  especially  apparent  under  the  regime  of 
CCBA’s  current  president  Robert  Liang,  whose  tenure 
has  alienated  many  groups  in  Chinatown.  Further  com¬ 
plicating  the  current  state  of  affairs  is  the  changing  pop¬ 
ulation  of  the  local  Chinese  community,  where  an 
increasing  number  of  new  immigrants  from  mainland 
China  has  led  to  a  growing  level  of  support  for  the 
People’s  Republic  of  China  in  the  overseas  community. 

This  year’s  Double  Ten  celebration  will  be  organized  by 
the  Double  Ten  Celebration  Committee,  whose  members 
include  Billy  Chin,  Bing  Wong  and  Kai  Lau.  Chin  and 
Lau  say  the  organizers  of  the  event  include  people  from 
both  the  Chinatown  and  suburban  Chinese  communities. 

This  year’s  events  will  include  an  October  3  parade 
from  Chinatown  to  City  Hall  Plaza,  where  a  Taiwan  flag 
will  be  raised.  There  will  also  be  a  banquet  Oct.  3  at  a 
Chinatown  restaurant  and  a  performance  Oct.  2  at  John 
Hancock  Hall  on  Berkeley  Street.  “This  is  the  first  time 
in  a  long  long  time  it  has  been  organized  by  another 
organization,”  said  Lau  of  his  group’s  decision  to  organize 
the  Double  Ten  events. 

CCBA  president  Robert  Liang  said  this  week  that 
CCBA  will  hold  its  own  celebration  on  the  streets  of 
Chinatown  on  Oct.  10,  but  the  event  is  being  called 
Chinese  Heritage  Day  and  makes  no  specific  reference  to 
Taiwan’s  national  day.  At  the  top  of  a  poster  advertising 
the  event  is  a  picture  of  Dr.  Sun  Yet  Sen.  Liang  suggest¬ 
ed  that  in  the  past  CCBA  supported  only  Taiwan  but 
says  that  changing  times  requires  the  organization  to  be  open  now  to  both 
China  and  Taiwan  supporters. 

Observers  say  that  CCBA’s  absence  from  Double  Ten’s  major  events  is 
the  result  of  an  ongoing  feud  between  two  Chinatown  factions  as  well  as 
changing  political  allegiances  in  Chinatown.  Several  CCBA  opponents  sug¬ 
gested  that  there  are  rumors  circulating  in  the  Chinese  community  that 
Liang  and  CCBA  are  not  as  loyal  to  the  Republic  of  China  as  it  was  in  the 
past. 

In  recent  years,  Chinatown’s  factional  fighting  has  led  to  the  emergence 
of  the  Chinatown  Business  Association  as  a  leading  Chinatown  organiza¬ 
tion.  The  Business  Association  has  held  festivals  to  compete  with  CCBA’s 
August  Moon  and  Chinese  New  Year  celebrations.  While  the  Business 
Association  is  not  organizing  the  Double  Ten  event,  some  of  its  members 
are  also  members  of  the  Double  Ten  Celebration  Committee. 

Last  year  Chin  and  others  organized  a  Double  Ten  banquet  to  compete 
with  CCBA’s  after  charging  that  the  CCBA  leadership  refused  to  allow 
their  participation  in  organizing  the  event.  Chin  said  the  Double  Ten 
Committee  decided  to  organize  its  own  events  this  year  because  its  mem¬ 
bers  believe  the  current  CCBA  leadership  isn’t  “open  enough’  to  the  broad¬ 
er  community.  He  also  suggested  that  CCBA  did  not  appear  to  be  especially 
eager  to  hold  the  celebration.  “I  think  the  CCBA  hesitated  over  whether 
they  were  going  to  do  it,”  said  Chin. 

Chinatown  Factional  Disputes 

The  rift  in  the  community  appears  to  be  operating  on  a  number  of  lev¬ 
els,  but  the  most  visible  cause  of  the  current  divisions  in  Chinatown 
is  the  unhappiness  of  a  significant  number  of  people  with  CCBA’s 
current  leadership.  Both  Lau  and  Chin  say  the  conflict  is  in  part  the  result 
of  CCBA  politics. 

In  recent  years,  the  Chin  group  has  repeatedly  charged  that  a  faction  led 
by  former  CCBA  presidents  Wilson  Lee  and  Paul  Wong  have  manipulated 
the  election  of  the  25-member  business  committee,  which  often  determines 
the  election  of  the  CCBA  president.  Liang  received  the  support  of  Lee  and 
Wong  when  he  ran  for  CCBA  president  two  years  ago. 

Chin  also  said  some  new  organizations  accepted  into  CCBA  in  recent 
years  have  few  members  and  were  largely  planted  to  get  Lee  and  his  sup¬ 
porters  elected.  “Some  of  the  25  are  phony,”  said  Chin,  who  argues  that 
Wilson  Lee  has  planted  his  supporters  on  the  business  committee  to  main¬ 
tain  control  over  the  organization. 

Chin  pointed  out  that  some  of  Chinatown’s  largest  businesses,  including 
the  China  Pearl,  Imperial  Seafood  Restaurant,  and  Ming’s  Market  are  not 
represented  on  the  business  committee.  He  said,  for  example,  that  the  Moy 
Family  Association,  which  has  existed  for  60  years,  has  the  same  represen¬ 
tation  (one  person)  at  the  CCBA  as  a  new  organization  with  a  total  of  three 
members. 

Wilson  Lee,  on  the  other  hand,  has  repeatedly  argued  that  the  Chins  are 
only  complaining  about  the  election  process  now  because  their  candidates 
have  not  been  able  to  win  the  CCBA  presidency  in  recent  years. 

In  addition  to  the  controversy  over  the  election  tactics  of  the  faction  cur¬ 


rently  in  control  of  CCBA,  critics  have  taken  issue  with  Liang’s  claim  that 
the  Kwong  Kow  School  is  not  an  independent  entity  but  belongs  to  CCBA. 
The  controversy  led  to  legal  action  after  CCBA  moved  to  exert  control  over 
the  organization. 

Liang,  Lee  and  Wong  have  also  been  criticized  for  evicting  the  Asian 
American  Civic  Association  from  its  office  at  90  Tyler  St.  last  year  despite 
Mayor’s  Menino’s  request  that  the  organization  be  allowed  to  remain  in  the 
building,  which  the  city  gave  to  CCBA  for  $1  in  the  1980s. 

Also  contributing  to  the  factional  fighting  was  the  current  CCBA  leader¬ 
ship’s  support  of  an  anti-Chin  faction  that  transferred  several  buildings 
belonging  to  the  Gee  How  Oak  Tin  Association  to  a  newly  formed  Chin 
Family  Association.  After  both  sides  in  the  dispute  took  legal  action,  a 
judge  ruled  that  the  buildings  must  be  returned  to  Gee  How  Oak  Tin, 

according  to 
Billy  Chin. 

“I  feel  very

more  productive 
role  in  the 
Chinatown  com¬ 
munity.  CCBA, 
he  added,  had 
been  designated 
to  oversee  the 
development  of 
Parcel  C  but 
has  been  unable 
to  play  a  signifi¬ 
cant  role  in  that 
process.

The  Role  of  China/Taiwan  Politics 

In  addition  to  Chinatown  factional  disputes,  long-standing  tensions 
between  supporters  of  the  Republic  of  China  on  Taiwan  and  the 
People’s  Republic  of  China  have  also  played  a  role  in  CCBA’s  less  visi¬ 
ble  presence  in  the  Double  Ten  events  this  year. 

When  Chinese  Premier  Zhu  Rongji  visited  Boston  and  gave  a  speech  at 
MIT  this  year,  Liang  and  others  attended  the  event.  After  a  picture  of 
Liang  and  Zhu  appeared  in  the  Chinese  newspapers,  some  members  of  the 
community  concluded  that  “the  CCBA  president  is  leaning  toward  the 
People’s  Republic  of  China,”  said  Lau. 

This  summer  Liang  was  involved  in  yet  another  incident  that  sparked 
controversy  in  the  Chinese  community.  While  it’s  customary  for  CCBA  to 
invite  the  director  general  of  the  Taipei  Economic  and  Cultural  Office  to 
the  August  Moon  Festival  in  Chinatown,  an  invitation  was  not  extended  to 
the  office’s  current  director  general,  Thomas  Cheng,  this  year. 

Although  Cheng  attended  the  event  anyway  and  was  eventually  invited 
onto  the  stage,  he  walked  off  the  stage  in  protest  after  Wilson  Lee  intro¬ 
duced  a  visiting  official  from  the  Chinese  consulate  but  did  not  extend  the 
same  courtesy  to  Cheng.  The  official  from  the  People’s  Republic  of  China 
had  been  invited  to  attend  the  event  to  accept  a  Red  Cross  check  to  aid 
flood  victims  in  China. 

Cheng  said  that  Liang  told  him  he  hadn’t  been  invited  to  the  August 
Moon  Festival  because  the  organizing  committee  felt  that  Cheng  was  lean¬ 
ing  toward  the  Chin-supported  faction  in  Chinatown  rather  than  the  group 
led  by  Wilson  Lee,  Paul  Wong,  and  Liang.  But  Cheng  believes  they  hadn’t 
invited  him  to  the  event  because  they  had  already  invited  the  mainland 
official. 

“I  left  the  stage  to  protest  because  I  felt  the  organizing  committee  was 
not  telling  people  the  truth,”  said  Cheng,  who  added  that  “traditionally 
CCBA  has  never  invited  the  other  side’s  officials”  to  such  Chinatown 
events.  “I  had  to  tell  the  organizing  committee  where  I  stood,”  he  added. 

Cheng,  however,  said  he  has  tried  not  to  offend  either  group  in  the  ongo¬ 
ing  Chinatown  dispute  but  has  tried  to  take  a  reasonable  approach  to  the 
conflict.  He  said  he  attended  the  August  Moon  Festival  to  show  his  support 
for  CCBA  even  though  he  hadn’t  been  formally  invited. 

“We  want  to  support  CCBA  and  other  groups  as  long  as  they’re  doing 
good  things  for  the  community.” 

But  Cheng  suggested  that  the  current  CCBA  leadership  has  not  proven 
to  be  a  productive  force  in  Chinatown  affairs.  “I’m  sorry  to  say  that  CCBA 
has  failed  its  duty  and  its  mission,”  he  said.  “It’s  almost  dysfunctional  ... 
The  majority  of  the  people  in  the  community  do  not  recognize  CCBA  as  the 
leader  of  the  community.  It  does  not  enjoy  the  leadership  status  anymore 
in  this  community.” 

Cheng  said  that  Robert  Liang  is  no  longer  a  recognized  leader  in  many 
sectors  of  the  local  Chinese  community.  “I  would  say  he  may  be  the  most 
controversial  chairman  in  CCBA  history,”  he  added.  “He  has  a  dispute  with 
almost  every  group  in  the  community.” 

Cheng  also  pointed  out  that  over  the  years  Liang  has  tried  to  develop

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closer  relations  with  China  in  part  because  he  has  business  dealings  with 
China  as  the  local  distributor  of  Chung  Hua  beer.  A  number  of  years  ago 
Liang’s  decision  as  chairman  of  the  Guangdong  Family  Association  to 
invite  the  governor  of  Guangdong  Province  to  Boston  also  angered  many 
members  of  the  Chinese  community. 

“So  he  cannot  separate  his  business  and  community  affairs  clearly,”  he 
said.  “So  people  feel  he’s  more  left  leaning.”  He  added  that  many  people 
“don’t  think  he  is  the  right  person  to  preside  over  the  Double  Ten  celebra¬ 
tion. 

The  timing  of  CCBA’s  decision  to  present  the  flood-aid  check  at  the 
August  Moon  Festival  was  also  questioned  by  some  in  the  community 
because  it  occurred  so  long  after  the  event.  “Why  didn’t  he  give  it  sooner,” 
said  Billy  Chin.  “One  year  later?” 

Liang,  meanwhile,  says  that  local  Taiwan  officials  and  people  such  as 
Bing  Wong  met  with  him  Aug.  2  and  told  him  they  didn’t  want  CCBA  to 
organize  the  Double  Ten  events,  which  had  been  organized  by  CCBA  for 
some  80  years.  “They  said  they  had  a  group  to  do  the  job,”  he  said.  “They 
don’t  want  CCBA  to  do  it.”  He  said  Cheng  was  not  invited  to  the  Aug.  15 
August  Moon  Festival  because  the  Taiwan  office  didn’t  want  CCBA  to  orga¬ 
nize  the  celebration.  “This  is  why  CCBA  didn’t  invite  him,”  Liang  said. 

Liang  claims  his  opponents  want  to  control  Chinatown  and  that  personal 
issues  are  at  the  center  of  the  ongoing  disputes.  He  also  suggested  that 
Taiwan  officials  have  broken  a  community  rule  by  favoring  one  group  over 
another,  which  is  a  charge  that  Cheng  has  denied. 

Liang  also  rejects  the  charges  that  he  is  against  Taiwan  and  that  his 
business  interests  have  motivated  him  to  support  China.  “We’re  not  against 
Taiwan,”  he  said.  “Taiwan  still  belongs  to  China.  It’s  just  a  different  gov¬ 
ernment.”  He  said  it’s  important  for  CCBA  to  remain  open  to  Chinese  from 
China  as  well  as  Taiwanese.  “It’s  not  the  way  it  used  to  be,”  he  said,  adding 
that  his  business  interests  in  China  shouldn’t  be  an  issue  because  Bing 
Wong  as  well  as  many  Taiwanese  also  do  business  in  China  now. 


Changing  Allegiances 

hile  overseas  Chinese  have  traditionally  been  pro-Taiwan, 

Taiwan’s  influence  in  some  sectors  of  the  overseas  community 
appears  to  be  weakening  for  several  reasons,  according  to  Lau. 
Economic  and  political  changes  in  China  have  gradually  increased  the 
number  of  mainland  Chinese  who  have  immigrated  to  the  US  and  are  now 
living  in  Chinese  communities  here.  While  these  immigrants  have  come  to 
the  US  in  part  to  seek  freedom  and  the  economic  opportunities  of  a  capital¬ 
ist  economic  system,  they  continue  to  remain  loyal  to  mainland  China. 

“So  there  becomes  a  balance  now”  between  those  who  support  China  and 
those  who  are  loyal  to  Taiwan,  said  Lau.  “It  become  half  and  half.”  On 
China’s  national  day  (Oct  1),  the  mainland  flag  is  raised  outside  the 
Chinese  Progressive  Association’s  Harrison  Avenue  building  while  the 
Taiwan  flag  is  raised  on  the  building  next  door,  which  houses  the  Taiwan 
Government’s  Chinese  Cultural  Center. 

Lau  said  that  economics  also  plays  a  role  in  people’s  allegiances  now. 
Many  local  Chinese,  for  example,  are  now  doing  business  in  China  and  are 
eager  to  show  their  support  for  China.  Many  of  the  Chinese  markets  in  the 
area,  for  example,  import  large  amount  of  foodstuffs  from  China,  he  said. 

In  the  past  China’s  Oct.  1  National  Day  wasn’t  celebrated  publicly  in  the 
US,  but  for  the  last  several  years  local  groups  of  China  supporters  have 
organized  a  flag-raising  event  at  Boston  City  Hall.  While  the  mainland  offi¬ 
cials  have  a  less  visible  presence  in  Chinatown  than  their  Taiwan  counter¬ 
parts,  they  tend  to  work  behind  the  scenes  with  various  supporters  who 
have  been  arranging  welcoming  parties  and  events  for  visiting  Chinese  offi¬ 
cials  such  as  Zhu  Rongji  and  Jiang  Zemin. 

This  year  the  Chinese  Progressive  Association,  the  Shanghai  Merchants 
Association,  the  Cambridge  Center  for  Chinese  Culture  and  other  groups 
are  sponsoring  a  Sept.  26  China  festival  and  flag-raising  ceremony  at  City 
Hall  Plaza.  The  festival  will  take  place  from  10  A.M.  to  3  P.M.,  while  the 
flag-raising  ceremony  will  occur  at  noon.  There  will  also  be  a  program  of 
traditional  Chinese  music  Sept  19  at  7:30  P.M.  at  MIT’s  Kresge

Practicing  Falun  Gong  in  Boston 


They  perform  their  exercises  on  the  grass  just 
outside  the  Red  Line  T  station  at  Park 
Street.  Now  and  then  curious  passersby  stop 
to  watch  their  slow  circular  movements  and  listen 
to  the  traditional  Chinese  music  that  accompanies 
their  practice. 

The  group  of  mostly  Asian  men  and  women 
gathered  on  the  Boston  Common  last  Saturday 
were  practicing  Falun  Gong,  one  of  the  many 
qigong  practices  popular  in  today’s  China.  Since 
August  the  group  has  been  demonstrating  their 
practice  on  Boston  Common  every  Saturday  from 
11  A.M.  to  2:30  P.M. 

In  recent  months,  practitioners  of  Falun  Gong 
have  been  at  the  center  of  a  dispute  with  the 
Chinese  Government,  which  has  recently  out¬ 
lawed  the  practice  in  China. 

Why  all  this  controversy  over  a  practice  that  has 
deep  roots  in  Chinese  culture  that  emphasizes 
such  socially  desirable  qualities  as  truthfulness 
(zhen),  benevolence  (shan),  and  forbearance  (ren)? 

Hai  Ying,  a  Boston  resident  who  practices  Falun 
Gong,  said  the  qigong  practice  was  introduced  to 
the  Chinese  people  by  qigong  Master  Li  Hong  Zhi. 
Rooted  in  ancient  Chinese  culture,  the  Falun 
Gong  practice  of  personal  cultivation  has  been 
influenced  by  Daoist  and  Buddhist  thought  and 
exercises. 

Prior  to  the  introduction  of  Falun  Gong  by 
Master  Li  in  1992,  many  qigong  practices  in  China 
emphasized  healing  and  fitness,  says  Ying.  Only 
Falun  Gong  taught  that  the  foundation  of  any 
qigong  practice  to  improve  health  and  fitness 
should  be  the  cultivation  of  the  character  through 
the  practice  of  truthfulness,  benevolence,  and  for¬ 
bearance.

With  moral  development  the  foundation  of  the 
practice,  Falun  Gong  practitioners  daily  perform 
five  sets  of  standing  and  sitting  exercises.  The 
exercises  have  names  such  as  Buddha  Showing 
the  Thousand  Hands  Exercise  (standing)  and  Way 
of  Strengthening  Supernormal  Power  Exercise 
(sitting  meditation).  The  three  moving  exercises 

require  tai-chi-like  move- _ 

ments  that  are  smooth, 
round  and  slow.  In  per¬ 
forming  the  exercises  prac¬ 
titioners  move  their  hands 
and  arms  to  open  the  ener¬ 
gy  and  acquire  qi. 

Ying  says  that  people 
who  practice  Falun  Gong 
develop  a  more  peaceful 
mind  and  improved  physi¬ 
cal  condition  and  health. 

According  to  Falun  Gong 
theory,  disease  is  rooted  in 
bad  karma  or  undesirable 
actions  performed  in  this 
life  and  in  past  lives.  If  peo¬ 
ple  give  up  their  unhealthy 
attachments  and  desires  - 
such  as  fighting  for  materi¬ 
al  wealth  and  fame  -  they 
can  eliminate  bad  karma, 
says  Ying. 

Ying,  who  was  a  physi¬ 
cian  for  several  years  in 
China,  came  to  the  US  as  a 
visiting  scholar  at  the 
National  Institute  of 
Health.  A  research  associ¬ 
ate  at  the 
Harvard 
Medical  School, 

Ying  is  currently  working  on 
biology  research  at  the  Dana 
Cancer  Institute. 

Ying  says  he  had  been  interested 
in  Daoist  and  Buddhist  literature  for 
some  time  before  he  began  practicing 
Falun  Gong.  “I  was  looking  for  some¬ 
thing,”  says  Ying,  who  adds  that  he 
hadn’t  turned  to  Falun  Gong  because 
he  was  trying  to  cure  an  illness.

eliminated  a  stomach  pain  he’d  been  afflicted  with 
since  childhood.  “After  I  practiced  for  a  couple  of 
weeks  the  pain  was  just  gone,”  he  said.  “It’s  a  mir¬ 
acle  for  me.” 

Although  Ying  is  a  scientist,  he  says  he  is  unable 
to  explain  by  “scientific  theory”  how  Falun  Gong 
practice  affects  the  body.  “But  it  works,”  he  adds. 

According  to  Ying  there 
are  now  several  hundred 
people  practicing  Falun 
Gong  in  the  Boston  area  and 
some  70  million  practicing 
in  China  today.  Ying  says  he 
practices  with  a  group  every 
evening  in  The  Fens  behind 
the  Boston  Museum  of  Fine 
Arts.  Falun  Gong  groups 
also  meet  regularly  to  read 
and  discuss  Falun  Gong  lit¬ 
erature,  he  says. 

Ying  believes  Falun  Gong

publication  and  asked  why  people  like  themselves 
had  not  been  asked  to  comment  on  the  positive 
results  they’d  experienced  from  the  practice.  The 
practitioners  asked  the  editor  to  publish  a  correc¬ 
tion  of  the  alleged  inaccuracies  but  the  editor 
refused  to  correct  it.  Falun  Gong  practitioners 
then  went  to  the  publication’s  office  and  sat  quiet¬ 
ly  in  meditation  outside  the  building  in  protest. 

Although  the  Falun  Gong  practitioners  were 
engaged  in  a  non-violent  protest,  the  editor  even¬ 
tually  called  the  police  who  ended  up  beating 
Falun  Gong  members  and  arresting  30  or  40  peo¬ 
ple.  When  the  practitioners  wrote  to  local  officials 
to  complain  about  their  treatment,  they  received 
no  response.  They  then  decided  to  travel  to  Beijing 
to  take  their  concerns  to  higher  government  offi¬ 
cials. 

An  estimated  10,000  people  went  to  Beijing  to 
take  part  in  a  silent  protest  on  April  25,  says  Ying, 
who  adds  that  the  Chinese  Constitution  allows 

people  who  believe  they 
have  been  unfairly  treated 
to  petition  higher  authori¬ 
ties  for  relief.  The  people 
simply  stood  in  silence  out¬ 
side  the  Forbidden  City. 

Eventually  the  people  left 
after  the  Chinese  premier 
came  out  to  talk  to  the  group 
and  assure  them  that  the 
Chinese  government  does 
not  forbid  their  practice. 

Not  long  after  the  demon¬ 
stration  in  Beijing,  however, 
on  July  20,  the  Chinese 
Government  began  to  arrest 
Falun  Gong  members  who 
had  been  organizing  study 
groups  in  the  cities.  In 
Beijing  those  arrested  were 
confined  to  a  stadium  for 
several  days  and  were  not 
given  adequate  water,  food, 
and  toilets. 

The  Chinese  Government 
then  banned  Falun  Gong 
practice  and  went  to  people’s 
homes  to  take  their  books 
and  videos.  The  authorities 
went  to  parks  where  people 
practiced  to  learn  the  names 
of  the  leaders  from  practi¬ 
tioners,  who  were  willing  to 
reveal  their  group  leaders’ 
names  because  the  practice

Two  Issues  Fuel  Parcel  C  Controversy 


(This  is  the  second  part  of  a  two-part  article  on  the  development  of  Parcel  C 
in  Chinatown.  The  Chinatown  Neighborhood  Council  is  scheduled  to  select 
a  non-profit  community  partner  for  the  Parcel  C  development  at  its  monthly 
meeting  at  the  St.  James  Community  Room  in  Chinatown  Sept.  20  at  6 
P.M.) 

Two  major  issues  lie  at  the  heart  of  the  current  controversy  surround¬ 
ing  the  development  of  Parcel  C  in  Chinatown.  One  issue  involves 
determining  which  community  organizations  can  lease  or  purchase 
space  in  the  Parcel  C  complex.  A  second  issue  is  which  organization  will  be 
designated  as  the  development’s  non-profit  community  partner. 

Bruce  Pulleyblank,  executive  director  of  the  Asian  Community 
Development  Corporation,  and  Chi  Dan  Lam,  director  of  the  organization’s 
economic  development,  say  that  the  Asian  Community  Development 
Corporation  has  spent  a  great  deal  of  time  working  on  the  Parcel  C  applica¬ 
tion.  In  fact,  the  organization  started  the  process  of  identifying  a  developer 
for  the  Parcel  C  project  18  months  ago. 

Pulleyblank  and  Lam  disagreed  with  Neighborhood  Council  co-moderator 
Bill  Moy’s  contention  that  the  designation  of  the  Asian  Community 
Development  Corporation  as  the  non-profit  community  partner  in  the 
August  Chinatown  Neighborhood  Council  meeting  did  not  follow  the  stipu¬ 
lation  of  the  designation  process  as  outlined  in  the  RFP.  Lam  agreed,  how¬ 
ever,  that  the  Chinatown  Neighborhood  Council  has  the  authority  to  desig¬ 
nate  the  non-profit  community  partner  under  the  RFP.  The  BRA’s  Tom 
O’Malley  has  also  concurred  with  this  reading  of  the  RFP. 

On  the  other  hand,  Lam  said,  the  Chinatown  Neighborhood  Council  has 
failed  to  adopt  a  clear  and  reasonable  process  to  make  a  designation. 
According  to  Lam,  there  was  no  opposition  to  the  designation  of  the  Asian 
Community  Development  Corporation  as  the  non-profit  community  partner 
in  the  two  previous  public  meetings.  Lam  also  noted  that  there  was  no 
other  applicant  who  had  expressed  interest  in  becoming  the  non-profit  com¬ 
munity  partner.  In  adddition,  Lam  provided  a  list  of  about  500  signatures 
from  individuals,  companies,  and  organizations  to  support  the  designation 
of  the  Asian  Community  Development  Corporation  as  the  non-profit  com¬ 
munity  partner. 

Lam  asked:  “Are  these  not  the  opinions  of  the  public?  Or  are  the  opinions 
of  a  few  members  of  the  Chinatown  Neighborhood  Council  becoming  the 
opinions  of  the  public?”  Lam  said  he  hoped  that  the  Chinatown 
Neighborhood  Council  could  develop  a  fair  and  reasonable  process  in  the 
designation  of  the  non-profit  community  partner  in  the  next  two  weeks. 

Community  Space 

n  commenting  on  the  selection  of  community-based  organizations  for 
the  Parcel  C  office  space,  Lam  noted  that  the  current  designation  is  a 
preliminary  plan,  not  the  final  designation.  The  plan  could  be  revised  in 
light  of  the  financial  capacity  of  each  applicant  to  pay  the  required  lease  or 
purchase  price.  Financial  data  regarding  the  ability  of  each  community- 
based  organization  to  pay  for  the  space  is  still  unclear,  in  part  because  the 
BRA  has  not  yet  to  determine  whether  Parcel  C  would  be  given  to  the  com¬ 
munity  free  or  with  a  price  tag.  As  a  result,  the  present  designation  of  the 
community  space  is  only  preliminary,  according  to  Lam. 

Lam  further  explained  that  the  Asian  American  Civic  Association  wasn’t 
designated  because  it  hadn’t  applied  for  office  space  in  Parcel  C.  If  the 
Asian  American  Civic  Association  has  a  space  need,  the  Asian  Community 
Development  Corporation  would  be  willing  to  consider  its  need,  he  said. 

Chau-ming  Lee,  executive  director  of  the  Asian  American  Civic 
Association,  said  that  a  written  notification  had  been  submitted  to  the 
Asian  Community  Development  Corporation  regarding  the  space  needs  of 
the  Asian  American  Civic  Association  in  the  Parcel  C  development.  The 
notification  also  spelled  out  clearly  the  Asian  American  Civic  Association’s 
interest  in  purchasing  office  space  in  the  complex. 

The  Asian  American  Civic  Association  is  one  of  the  original  members  of 
the  Chinatown  Community  Center  project  and  has  a  desperate  need  for 
office  space.  For  many  years  now  the  organization  has  been  providing  valu¬ 
able  educational  and  social  services  to  Asian  immigrants  and  refugees.  In 
light  of  its  current  situation  and  the  services  it  provides,  it  would  appear 
that  theAsian  American  Civic  Association  would  be  a  prime  candidate  for 
space  in  the  Parcel  C  complex.  Lee  expressed  the  hope  that  the  Asian 
Community  Development  Corporation  would  consider  the  space  needs  of 
the  Asian  American  Civic  Association  so  that  it  could  continue  to  provide 
critical  services  to  immigrants  and  refugees. 

The  Neighborhood  Council’s  View 

Kai  Lau,  co-moderator  of  the  Chinatown  Neighborhood  Council, 
recently  discussed  the  position  of  the  Chinatown  Neighborhood 
Council  as  well  as  his  own  views  on  the  current  controversy.  Lau 
said  the  Council’s  job  is  to  hear  the  opinions  of  all  organizations  in  the  com¬ 
munity  rather  than  those  of  just  one.  He  said  there  should  be  a  fair  and 
open  process  in  examining  the  public  interest  of  the  community  in  regard 
to  the  Parcel  C  issue. 

Lau  said  the  community  partner  should  disclose  what  benefits  or  profits 
it  would  derive  from  the  partnership.  Using  information  provided  by  the 
Asian  Community  Development  Corporation,  Lau  has  sought  to  analyze 
the  intentions  of  the  Asian  Community  Development  Corporation  in  the 
development  of  Parcel  C. 

According  to  Lau,  the  Asian  Community  Development  Corporation  has 
had  a  relationship  with  the  Edward  A.  Fish  Company  for  more  that  a  year. 
In  selecting  the  Fish  Company  as  a  partner,  the  Asian  Community 
Development  Corporation  used  its  own  standard  to  decide  what  was  best 
for  the  community.  The  selection  process  was  not  public.  This  is  in  violation 
of  the  selection  process  as  stipulated  in  the  RFP  issued  by  the  BRA  in 
January  1999. 

In  the  RFP,  the  process  of  selecting  the  for-profit  developer  and  the  non¬ 


profit  community  partner  involved  two  independent  stages.  The  RFP  fur¬ 
ther  stipulated  that  the  two  partners  could  not  establish  any  relationship 
prior  to  the  final  selection.  Lau  said  the  Asian  Community  Development 
Corporation  had  full  knowledge  of  the  stipulations  and  questioned  why  the 
organization  would  violate  them.  Is  the  intention  driven  by  the  receipt  of 
benefits  from  the  Edward  A.  Fish  Company  in  this  development?  Lau 
asked. 

Lau  also  asked  why  only  four  organizations  were  designated  for  office 
space  in  the  Parcel  C  development  out  of  the  more  than  sixty  organizations 
in  the  community.  He  compared  the  list  of  organizations  that  expressed 
interest  in  space  allocation  in  Parcel  C  in  September  1998  with  those  sub¬ 
mitted  by  the  Asian  Community  Development  Corporation  in  April  1999 
and  July  13,  1999.  Lau  said  he  found  discrepancies  in  the  lists.  He  said,  for 
example,  that  the  Asian  American  Civic  Association  was  included  in  the 
preliminary  list  in  September  1998  but  was  deleted  from  the  final  list  of 
July  13.  The  Asian  American  Civic  Association  was  replaced  by  the  South 
Cove  Community  Health  Center  in  the  final  list  of  July  13. 

Also,  he  added,  the  space  allocation  in  the  final  list  to  the  Chinese 
Progressive  Association  and  the  Asian  American  Resource  Workshop  was 
larger  than  that  disclosed  in  their  application  of  September  1998.  Lau 
charged  that  the  designation  process  was  faulty  and  controlled.  He  further 
pointed  out  that  since  the  office  space  will  be  supported  by  linkage  funds, 
designated  organizations  will  benefit  financially  either  through  the  lease  or 
purchase  of  office  space  in  the  Parcel  C  complex.  This  benefit  is  not  known 
to  the  public,  he  said. 

Lau  also  revealed  that  the  Asian  Community  Development  Corporation 
had  only  filed  its  annual  reports  of  1995,  1996,  1997,  1998,  and  1999,  on 
July  12,  1999.  He  questioned  why  the  Asian  Community  Development 
Corporation  did  not  file  annual  reports  every  year  and  whether  the  filing  of 
the  five-year  annual  reports  by  the  Asian  Community  Development 
Corporation  was  done  to  improve  its  chance  of  becoming  the  community 
partner  in  the  development  of  Parcel  C. 

Lau  also  pointed  out  that  the  record  of  the  Asian  Community 
Development  Corporation  showed  that  the  organization  had  more  than  10 
board  directors  before  1995.  However,  from  1995  to  1999,  there  were  only 
three  board  directors.  Prior  to  its  submission  of  an  application  to  the  BRA 
for  the  Parcel  C  development,  and  one  day  after  the  submission  of  its  annu¬ 
al  reports,  there  was  suddenly  a  list  of  more  than  ten  board  directors, 
according  to  Lau. 

Lau  also  questioned  whether  an  organization  that  failed  to  file  annual 
reports  on  a  regular  basis  would  be  able  to  protect  the  interests  of  the  com¬ 
munity.  He  also  said  that  some  board  directors  of  the  Asian  Community 
Development  Corporation  were  also  board  directors  of  other  organizations, 
such  as  the  Chinese  Progressive  Association  and  the  Asian  American 
Resource  Workshop.  He  questioned  whether  there  was  a  conflict  of  interest 
at  play  in  the  allocation  of  Parcel  C  office  space  as  a  result  of  these  rela¬ 
tionships. 

Recent  Developments 

n  Aug.  23,  the  BRA  issued  a  Request  for  Qualification  for  the  selec¬ 
tion  of  the  non-profit  community  partner.  The  Request  for 
Qualification  stipulates  the  qualifications  of  the  applicant  and  out¬ 
lines  the  selection  process.  The  document  states  that  applicants  are 
required  to  submit  a  description  of  their  organizational  structure,  a  mission 
statement,  and  financial  information.  Applications  must  be  submitted  to 
the  BRA  before  Sept.  8.  According  to  several  community  observers,  the 
Chinese  Economic  Development  Council  has  applied  to  become  the  non¬ 
profit  community  partner. 

In  addition,  a  Request  for  Proposal  regarding  office  space  in  Parcel  C  has 
also  been  released.  In  the  RFP,  applicants  are  asked  to  describe  their  space 
needs,  financial  capacity,  non-profit  status,  and  service  to  the  community.

What  If  I  Find  a  Mistake  in  My  Credit  History? 

Simple  mistakes  are  easily  corrected  by  writing 
to  the  reporting  company,  pointing  out  the  error, 
and  providing  proof  of  the  mistake.  You  can  also 
request  to  have  your  own  comments  added  to 
explain  problems.  For  example,  if  you  made  a 
payment  late  due  to  illness,  explain  that  for  the 
record.  Lenders  are  usually  understanding  about 
legitimate  problems.

What  Is  A  Good  Faith  Estimate,  And  How  Does  It 
Help  Me? 

It’s  an  estimate  that  lists  all  fees  paid  before 
closing,  all  closing  costs,  and  any  escrow  costs 
you  will  encounter  when  purchasing  a  home.  The 
lender  must  supply  it  within  three  days  of  your 
application  so  that  you  can  make  accurate  judg¬ 
ments  when  shopping  for  a  loan.
